Judge Hadley .was 
satisfied that Davis did use a knife. 
Davis said he wafi a man of peculiar 
abilities and was not intended for a la- 
boring mini.

an endeavor to strengthen his story. 
Judge Hadluy rebuked him 
for 
his 


mean attack. 
"You ought to be ashamed, a man 


of your years, to say thliiKS su 
de- 


grading," said the court. 


William Moran said that the defen- 


ddant assaulted him in a 
house 
'n 


King street. Witness said that 
be- 


tween 8 or 9 o'clock on the evening of 
March 3n, his step-daughter asked him 
tu KG up stairs and tell the defendant 
to Ktop his noise. 
"My step-daughter," he said, told me 


tbat "she was tired of the noise that 
was being made in Davis* 
room. 
I 


went up' stairs and rapped on his door. 
He opened the door and I 
told 
him 


what my step-daughter said. 
"There WOK a woman in the room with 


him. Ho asked me what right I had to 
give him any orders and I told him I had 
authority from my step-daughter. 
He 


chased me down stairs and lot en he at- 
tacked mf with a knife and cut my head 
in several places." Moran exhibited the 
cuts, nnd continuing, paid: "I called to a. 
Mr. Kenncy nnd IIP came to my asstst-

My step-daughter said to him: 
'For God sake, Mr. Davis, don't make 
nny moro trouble,' and with that He gave 
her a puck in tho eye." 


After the defendant hart asked the wit- 


ness a few questions James Kenney was 
ftworn. . Mr. Kenney proved a very de- 
scriptive witness. 
"I first heard somo loud talk," he said, 


";ind a little later I heard Moran holler- 
ing: 
Tome, Krnm-y: come, Kenny, he's 


niiirfleriMK me.' When I got t« the kitchen 
Moran wns rising from a crouching posi- 
tion. Ho was bleeding from wounds In 
liis head and Davis was standing over 
him kiiifi; in hand. 1 did not sec Davis 
«ijib Moran. 1 told Davis that tin; charge 
Strains!, him wns a. serious one. 1 put 
him out of the kitchen and he said: 'I'll 
niurd-T thnt follow yet.' " 


Celia Conors said that Davis struck 


her in the rye nnd cut. tier. She said he 
used a knifn of some kind on her step- 
father.

Mr. Davis was decidedly too fipicy' for 
publication. He made serious charges 
ns to the character of the house. 


The question of money was touched 


upon nnd the defendant paid he was 
capable of earning big wages. 
"You were out of work a while ago 


nnd worked on the railroad with a pick 
and shovel, but ymj held the job only 
four flays," said felin Connors. 


"J don't have to do laborious work, 


paid Davis. "I was" not intended for a 
hihoring man."

to outdo Mr. Kenney in dcscrluUvenes! 
ninl dramatic effect. 
His dfwrlptlon of the affair was noth-

The curtailment will begin this week, 
all the plants in the agreement having 
arranged to turn oft the steam next 
Thursday night. 
The agreement does not come ns a 


complete surprise, but was looked for 
n the middle of last month, when the 
Bourne mills In Tlverton, just over the 
^horte Inland state line, were closed for 
hree weeks, ostensibly on account of 
a strike of the weavers, but really bc- 
>ause of the unfavorable state of both 
the market for raw material and that 
'or 
finished 
products. 
The Bourne 
plant was expected to resume opera- 
Ions yesterday, but did not. Instead 
Treasurer George A. Chace. announced 
that they would be idle all this week.

Manufacturers with few 
exceptions 
lave expected a curtailment as soon 
as the warm weather arrived and some 
of them would have reduced the output 
during the winter were it not that they 
were afraid of their operatives being 
n wnnt and seeking employment else- 
ivhere.

corporations,
